WALKED NEISER OUT. 


MARSHAL THOMAS USES A LITTLE FORCE IN 
SECURING POSSESSION. 


The Sticking Marshal Removed at TLast—He 
Carries Away the Key te the Office Safe 
and a Cold Chisel Is Substituted—Judge 
Oady Refuses te Hear the Ex-Marshal’s 
Attorney. 


To-day, in the First District Police Court, 
Marshal-elect Emile Thomas discharged the 
duties of his office. He took possession of 
the court-room as soon as order had been 
called and remained in charge until the 
docket of twenty-five cases had been called 
and passed upon. Judge Charies Oady pre- 
cipitated the expected action. 

Nine o’elock is the hour at which the 
court is usually opened. It was but 
a very few minutes after 8 o’clock 
this morging, however, when Thomas put in 
an appearance at the Four Courts. He was 
accompanied by five of his deputies, but made 
no attempt to oust Neiser or any of his men. 
When the hands of the big clock over Deputy 


| Hickel’s desk pointed to the hour for opening 


Hickel took his place on one side of the room 
and Deputy Hart climbed’ up on the crier’s 
stool. Deputy Wagstaff, key in hand, stood 
by the cage door. 

In the most solemn manner Hart opened 
court. No sooner had the echo of his words 
died away when Thomas, who had 
taken up his position near the door leading 
to the City Attorney’s office, walked briskly 
up the steps leading to Judge Cady’s seat. 
Placing his hand in his breast pocket he 


pulled out an important looking paper and 


handed it to His Honor, with the words: 

Judge Cady, I have here my qualifications 
as the duly elected Marshal ofthe city of St, 
Louls. I desire that you recognize me as 
such.“ 

Judge Cady looked carefully at the docu- 
ment for a few seconds and had started to 
hand it back to Thomas when Attorney W. D. 
Marshall stepped forward and began: 

Tour Honor, . 

He got no further. Judge Cady turned and 
stopped him before he could finish his sen- 
tence. 

Mr. Marshall, he gaid,’’ you have asked 
me that I grant you permission to address the 
court on this Marshalship question on behalf 


ot Mr. Neiser. Ishall have to refuse 
you that permission. It would be 
but a waste of time. 

‘ here an order from Mayor 

which makes it imperative that I 
recognize as Marshal Mr. E. Thomas. What- 
ever may be my own feelings, either personal 
or official, in this matter, the order of the 
chief executive of thecity must be obeyed.’’ 

Well, Your Honor, replied the attorney, 
„ desire to enter my protest against such an 
action. We except to Your Honor’s ruling on 
the ground that 

THE MAYOR 
has no legal right to issue any such order. 

This said, Mr. Marshall returned to Nelser, 
who still had possession of the Marshal’s office 
proper. Judge Cady then officially recog- 
nized Thomas. 

„ur. Thomas, he said, your qualifiea- 
tions are all right. You may take charge of 
the office at once. Bring up your depnties.’’ 

Thomas stepped from one man to another 
for a minute, then handed Clerk McEnnis the 
qualifications of Albert Wallblock, William 
Schroeder, Charles J. Fox, N. L. Price and 
Michael Lynch. These men were drawn up in 
line in front of the bar while Judge Cady ex- 
amined the papers.

ONE OF JACOBS’ NUMEROUS WIVES. 


identity efthe Victim of the New York Cel- 
lar Tragedy. 

New YORK, March 11.—The police believe 
that they have found a clew to the identity of 
the woman whose dead _ was found yos- 
terday in the coai-bin u cellar of an Eild- 
ridge street school. Theclewwas furnished 
by young Isaac Shapiro, a Hebrew, 16 years 


old, who attended the school at the house 


where the body was found. He had lived for 


some time with Isaae Jacobs, who on Febru- 
ary 16 last killed Herman Rogozinski, and at- 
tempted to kill the latter’s wife and sou, after 
which he shot himself. Shapiro recognized 
the coat around the murdered woman’s head 
as one that belonged to Jacobs. He also rec- 
ognized a piece of ticking that was under the 
body in the coal-bin as having formed part of 
Jacobs’ bed. Shapiro ran away from Jacobs 
before the shooting of Rogozinski. The police 
believe that the murdered woman was one of 
Jacobs’ numerous wives, for he is known to 
have had several. Jacobs was at one time 
janitor of the school-house in which the body 
was found. 


THE BAEDER GLUE co. 


Affairs of the Bankrupt Concern in a Very 
Muddled Condition, 


PITTSBURG, Pa., March 11.—The affairs of the 
Baeder Glue Co. of New York and Pittsburg, 
which failea several days ago, are in a very 
much muddled condition. H. R. Kern, one of 
the New York partners, is in the city trying to 
unravel the mystery. He states that Louis C. 
Haughey, the Pittsburg member of the firm, 
acknowledged to having obtained large sums 
ofmoney on notes to which he signed the 
firm’sname, The exact amount thus appro- 
priated was not known, but Mr. Kern thought 


it would reach at least $60,000. The total lia- 


bilities may exceed $150,000, and the creditors, 
in his opinion, will be lucky if they get 50 per 
cent of their ciaims. The Springdale works 
are in the hands of the Sheriff and the em- 
ployes have been discharged. Judgments 
have been entered ‘up aggregating 120,000. 
Mr. Haughey is a brother-in-law of Gen, Lew 
Waliace and has always been held in the 
highest esteem by all who knew him.

FLOODS IN THE SOUTH. 


The Levee Break Near Arkansas City—Dan- 
ger at Other Points. 


ARKANSAS CITY, Ark., March 11.—The break 
in the Opossum fork levee occurred ata place 
where the levee is about seven feet high. It 
was at first 100 feet wide and has widened but 
little. Capt. Tollinger of the government 
service left yesterday for the crevasse, and he 
is at work to-day driving piling in front of the 
break. He willthen fill in with stone, willow 
mattresses and sand bags, and in this way 
atop he volume of water, or at least check it. 
Breaks are expected in other places both 
above and below here, however. The river is 
still rising, and [t looks as if there is consid- 
erable more water yet to come. It is already 
considerably above the danger line. 

On ths Mississippi side the levee is reported 
to be in good condition. There is a weak 
place at Mound Landing, four miles above 
here, but it has been strengthened and is 
being watched very closely. The break at 
Point Chivet has been repaired, and caused 
very little damage. The Laconia Circle Levee, 
ninety miles above here, can stand two feet 
more water. There is an additonal danger in 
the force of the waves, however, the winds 


running high, and the Iren Mountain Railroad 
peopie are having to watch their tracks 
closely. The country adjacent to Chicot 
County and Louisiana is apt to suffer more 
than any other, from the fact that the im- 
mense basin south of here is comparatively 
dry. For this reason the water coming 
out of the crevasse has passed out into the 
bayous and it is rising very slowly in the 
upper part of town. If the river remains at 
its present stage for a week several parishes 
along the Tensas River in Louisiana and 
Chico County will be flooded. So far as can 
be learned but little stock has been lost, as 
the people generally had sufficient warning to 
got it to high places. 


The Prespects at Helena, Ark, 


HELENA, Ark., March II.— The river is ex- 
pected to continue to rise here for two weeks, 
when it wiil reach to within two feet of the 
high water of 1886. James B. Miles, who has 
watched the river closely for many years and 
who bases his predictions on data carefully 
secured, says the river will within a short 


time break the levee and flood the Tensas 


basin district, and that the people there 
should not rest sccure. 


The Caire Embankment. 


Cairo, III., March 11.—The Ohio River is 
still rising slowly, as are also the Cumberland 
and Tennessee, with heavy rains reported. 
There is less uneasiness here, as it is calcu- 


lated that the embankment protecting this 
city can stand a rise of seven feet yet. A large 
warehouse at Shlop's Landing, 100 miles above 
Paducah, is reported to have caved into the 
river with 3,000 sacks of peanuts,all,ofcourse, 
a total loss. 


Danger From Back Water. 


NATCHEZ, Miss., March 11.—The greatest un- 
easiness felt here is from back water from 
bresks above. Sofar as the levees in this 
section are concerned, they all seem to be se- 


cure. The levees at Greenville and Vicks- 
burg are also said to be all right, and strong 
enough to stand another foot of water. With 
prospects of more rain the situation there ie 
gloomy. 


The Mississippi Levees. 


GREENVILLE, Miss., March 11.—Thé break in 
the leveeon the Arkansas side has caused a 
feeling of relief here, as the levees on this 
side could not have stood much moreofa 
strain. The danger to the Mississippi levees 
now is in the elosing of the Sappington 
crevasse.

BLAMED HER TONGUE, 


Mrs. Dempsey Explains Why Her Husband 
Attempted Suicide. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disparoa. 

NEW York, March II.—Phillp Dempsey of 
188 Steuben street, Jersey City, tried to com- 
mit suicide by cutting his throat with a razor 
on Sunday. He did not succeed and yester- 
day morning he was arraigned before Justice 
Stiising, accused of being a disorderly per- 
sohn. His wife, a pretty little woman, ac 
companied himin court. Her right cye was 


blackened. Dempsey refused to tell the 
Justice why he had tried to kill himself. His 
wife kept her eyes on bim while he talked 
with the Justice, and finally asked to be al- 
lowed to testify. 

Judge, she said, 'I drove him to try to 
kilt himself by my everlasting tongue. 1 
haven't kept my tongue off him for a week. 
Mrs. Dempsey emphasized every word.

A RAPID TRANSIT RAILWAY. 


Ordinance te Be Introduced in the Munici- 
pal Assembly To- Night. 


Papers were filed in the Recorder’s office 
late yesterday and an ordinance will be in- 
troduced in the Municipal Assembly to-night 
for a new rapid transit railway company, to 
run from Thitteenth and Cherokee streets to 
the cemeteries on the north, crossing the 
railroads and running north on Nineteenth 
street.

Anda judgmentis asked that said 
company’s charter has been revaked and that 
it is not entitled to exercise or enjoy privileges 
or functions of a corporation. 


WHAT THE DEMURRER CONTAINS. 

The Gemurrer contains six specifications, 
the first of which specifically go to the consti- 
tutionality of said act of the General Assem- 
bly. But of these we neod consider only those 
which gotothe constitutionality of said act 
in so fras it requires the President, Secre- 
tary and Treasurer or a director of a company 
to make and trans mit to the Secretary of State 
on oath as to whether or not the company 
has done any of the acts prohibited by the 
statute, and in so far as it authorizes the 
Secretary of the State to forfeit or revoke the 
charter on the refusal of the corporation or 
its authorized officer to send such an affidavit 
to the Secretary of State. 

The sixth ground of demurrer is general, 
that the petition does not state facts sufficient 
to constitute a cause of action. It will be 
observed that the petition does not allege that 
thé defendant company has done any of the 


things which by the act are for- 
bidden, The petition after set- 
ting out the act simply alleges 


that the Secretary of State addressed to the 
defendant company a letter of inquiry as to 
whetber sald corporation had done certain 
things, being the things prohibited in the act 
und required an answer under oath to be 
madeto said inguiry by the President, Secre- 
tary, Treasurer, or any directors, and that 
said corporation, its President, .Secretary, 
Treasurer and Board of Directors falled and 
refused to make said affidavit or any affidayit, 
and thereupon the Secretary of the State re- 
voked the charter of said company, and under 
publication thereof as required by said act. 

That — ofthe act authorizing the Secre- 
tary of State to revoke the charter on the re- 
fusal of any competent officer of the corpora- 
tion to make the required act is said to be un- 
constitutional for thejreason that it is assump- 
tion by the Legislature, of a judicial func- 
tion itn violation of that provision of 
our State Constitution which distributes 
the powers of Government into three depart- 
mente—the Legisiative, Executive and Judi- 
cial—and provides that no person charged 
with the exercise of powers properly belond- 
ing to one de ent, shall exercise any 
—.— properly belonging to either of the 
other. 

WHAT THE AUTHORITIES SAY. 
The authorities all agree that the forfeiture of 
the charter ofa corporation is a judicial act. 
This being so, it follows that the Legislature 
itself could not legally declare a forfeiture of 
the charter of a corporation and a fortiori, it 
could mot-deelgate that power to the Secre- 
tary of State or any other individual. 

Indeed the Oireult Attorney concedes this, 
and frankly states that he does not claim that 
any force ore is to be given to the actof 
pe Secretary of State in declaring the charter 
ofthis company revoked. But while be thus 


admits that the charter of the company 
has not pet n revoked, he con- 
tende that the State has in this 
pro ing, brought the corporation into a 


court of competent jurisdiction and that this 
court on the facts alleged in the petition (they 
being admitted to return fur the purposes of 
this demurrer), should enter a judgment for- 
feiting and revoking the charter of the defena- 
ant company. Waving the question as to 
whether the form of the petition would war- 
rant such a judgment, let us see what 


ö . is that it failed to make this af 
davit. it has been elaborately argued that 
that part of this act which requires an oath as 
to whether or not the corporation had done 
any of the things prohibited is unconstitu- 
tlonallas being in violation of those provis- 
lons of the State and Federal constitutions 
which deciare that no person $hball be com- 
pelled to testify| against himself in 
a criminal cause, Similar provisions 
are found innearly all the constitutions, if 
not in all the States in the Union, and they 
have received liberal constructions at the 
hands of the courts. Having reached the con- 
clusion that the demprrer would have to be 
sustained for the redson already given, if for 
no other, 1 did not lud it necessary 
to examine the question as fully as 1 would 
otherwise bave beon compelled to do. But 
as far as I have examined the authorities they 
tend ta confirm the impressions I had in re. 
gard to the question; when it was first pre- 
sented and that is that this provision of the 
statute can not be sustained.

CONGRESSMEN INVITED TO APPEAR BEFORE 
THE HOUSE COMMITTEE. 


3 No More Hearings for Outside Parties—Test

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 11.—The Commit- 
tee on Rivers and Harbors has agreed to shut 
out hearings from outside parties on matters 
pending before that committee, and to notify 
various members of Congress who are 
interested to appear at stated 
times to make arguments in 
favor oftheir wants. Congressman Tarsney 
of Kansas City will be among the first to make 
argument in response to the invitation. He 
bas obtained from Maj. Suter of the River 
Commission having the work of the Missouri 
in charge, a statement

The Pan-American Conference. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 11.—Ata meeting 
of the Pan-American conference yesterday a 
report was received from the committee ap- 
pointed to consider the best means of extend- 


ing and improving the facilities for com- 
mercial postal and telegraph communication 
between the several countries that border 
upon the Gulf of Mexico and the Caribbean 
Sea. The committee says the telegraphic 
service meets all requirements and is to be 
considered satisfactory. Cadle communpnica- 
tion is by two lines from the United States to 
the republics of the South. Present rates 
make it practically impossible to do bus! 
ness over these lines, and the committee 
recommends that steps be taken 
to secure a moderate scale of charges. 
This failing, then charters should be granted 
to independent cable companies, the maxi- 
mum tolis to be fixed on the charters. The 
committee says that places have been dis- 
covered by capitalists in this country for the 
establishment of a direct and rapid steamship 
service between Tampa, Fla., and Mobile, 
Ala., and the ports of Colon, Port Limon, 
(Costa Rica) and Greytown, Nicaragua. Such 
a line would shorten the time of transporting 
matis from’*New York or Chicago to Colon to 
six and a half days, the steamer making stop- 
poses enro.te to Port Limon and Greytown.

such service. 


Hoar’s Pension Appeal Bill. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 11.—Senator 
Hoar addressed the Senate Committee on 
Pensions to-day in support of his bill to give 


junisdiction of certain pension cases to 
0 States Courts. The bill provides that 
ever any application for a pension or for 
an increase of pension, to which the 
upplicant claims to be entitled by 
law, ehall have not been finelly acted upon 
within one year from the time of filing of such 
application or shall have been rejected, the 
applicant — his petition inthe District 
Court of the United States for the district in 
which he resided at the date of his original 
application, praying for the allowance of such 
pension or increase. The application shall 
then be adjusted by the court, the District 
Attorney appearing for the United States.

THE TEXAS CATTI.E CONVENTION. 


Gov. Ross’ Advice to the Cattlemen—Dele- 
gates at Fort Worth. 


AUSTIN, Tex., March ll.—Goy. Ross has 
written an extensive letter to the Cattlemen’s 
Convention, in session at Fort Worth, in 
which he discourses upon the great part taken 
by cattlemen in the progress of Texas. It was 
a matter of record, he says, that for more 
than twelve years prior to 1874 no new 


counties were organised in the State, but that 
several had lost their organization. In 
the year named the assessment of 
the border counties 
was $10,500,000 and now it 
was $65,000,000. Besides forty or fifty pros- 
perous counties had been organized since 
then. He speaks at some length on the hard- 
ships put upon the cattlemen through the Chl- 
cago market. Sellers not in the syndicate or 
pool in that city are, he says, ruined and boy- 
cotted at will. The cattiemen, he says, cannot 
hope to reap the full benefit of their great in- 
dustry until their beef goes from their own 
slaughbter-houses to the markets of the world 
and the lav of supply aud demand regulates a 
healthy competition. He predicts that the time 
will soon arrive,when thevaiue of Texaslands 
will be too great to be devoted to an improvi- 
dent and unprofitable system of cattle raising, 
and must inevitably be divided up into small 
stock farms. The stock farmer will make 
them more productive by keeping fewer and 
better matured stock. In this way agriculture 
WII also be developed and will assist greatly 
in the prominence of Texae asa beef-produc- 
ing State. 


The Convention at Fort Worth. 


FORT WORTH, Tex., March 11.—The Inter- 
state Cattle Convention will be called to order 
to-day ifthe St. Louis, Chicsgo and Kansas 
City delegates arrive in time. The Cola- 


rado, Wyoming and New Mexico delegates 
arrived last night. Mr. W. L. Block, former- 
ly of the St. Lonis Cotton Exchange, who has 
been instrumental in calling the convention, 
will urge the establishment of bureaus of in- 
formation on cattle production. It has not 
vet been definitely determined just what mat- 
ters will be considered by the convention. 
Aspeciaitrain on the Missouri, Kansas &

But while Roessell called on Mrs. Boardman, 
he did not call on his own wife or on any of 
his or her relatives. Learning that he had 
returned they determined to secure an inter- 
view at least with him, and to inguire 
into his soundness of mind if nec- 
essary. Mrs. Roesselil thought if she could 
only see him she could influence him to do 
whatisright. A conference was held with 
friends between Mr. Roesseli’s brothers and 
Mrs. Roessell’s brothers, and a plan of action 
was agreed upon. 

UNDER THIS PLAN, 
Eugene Roessell, a younger brotber of 
Oscar, in person applied at the Four Courts 
this morning for police assistance 
in locating the missing man. Mr. 
Roessell appeared in the Central District 
station about 10 o’clock and was by the Ser- 
geant in charge sent up- stairs. To Chief 
of Detectives Hugh O' Nell Mr. 
sell introduced himself and 
his errand. He said that

Calls were 
made upon the brother of Roessell, but he 
knew nothing as to ber disappearance. Mr. 
H. L. Boardman was then seen, but he was 
unmistakably very much surprised 
to hear of Mrs. Boardman’s alleged second 
elopement, He couid not believe it, he said,

he could not talk of it. A 
call at the residence of Mrs. Board- 
man’s parents on Jefferson avenue was then 
made. Mrs. Boardman was not at home, and 
another member of the family explained that 
she had one out shopping at- 
ter 10 o’clook, and had not re- 
turned. Mr. Boardman then appeared, hav- 
ing gone out to the house as soon as the PostT- 
DISPATCH reporter had told him of the re- 
ort current.

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FIRES. 
A Destructive Fire at Cincinnati This Morn- 
ing—Business Building Burned. 


CINCINNATI, O., March 11.—A fire from an 
unaccountable source burst outof the win- 
dows of the clothing house of Stern, Mayer & 
Co., at the northeast corner of Third and 
Vine streets, shortly after 1 o’clock this 
morning. Nobody saw it until attention was 
attracted by crashing glass from the windows. 
By the time the first fire engines arrived the 
whole interior of the great structure was 
ablaze. A general alarm, calling 
all the engines, was at once 
sounded and the united efforts of the 
Fire Department were directed to confining 
the fire within its own walls. The building is 
a five-story stone-front, erected at a cost of 
$200,000. It had a frontage of 125 feet on Third 
street and 150 feet on Vine. The entire build- 
ing was occupied by Stern, Mayer & Co. ex- 
ceptone room on Third street, which was 
used by the Nonotuck Silk Co. It stands in 
the very midst of valuable buildings 
filled with more valuable goods, 
and to allow it to gain control 
would be certain calamity. Across 
the street on Vine street stands the Burnet 
House. During the progress of the fire it was 
with the utmost difficulty that the flames were 
kept from entering that ancient hosteiry. The 
guests, of course, were in great distress. 
Most of them packed their trunks and were 
ready to leave. Some of the ladies gathered 
in the office with grip sacks and sealskins and 
refused to return to thelr rooms. More than 
once the roof was smoking and several of the 
windows were broken by the heat, and, in 
some cases, the inside blinds were burning. 
But watchful men were ready with 
water at all exposed points and 


the hotel was saved. The great Enterprise 
building, adjoing Stern, Mayer & Co.’s on the 
cast, was on fire at one time, but by bravery 
and skill it also was saved. The establishment 
ot Stern, Mayer & Co. was one of the largest 
in the city. Its stock was full and is estimated 
at $300.000. It was wholly lost. Tho total in- 
surance is stated to be $250,000. Early in the 
progress ofthe fre the stone cornice of the 
building began to fall like hail, but 
the firemen, with almost reckiess bravado, 
ran up their ladders and carried up the hose. 
Very soon it was found that the Vine street 
front ofthe building would have to be vacated 
by the engines and the ladders. As one of 
the firemen was descending the ladder a piece 
of corpice struck him and knocked him to the 
ground. He was badly cut about the head, 
and was carried away in an unconscious con- 
dition. The engines on the Third street front 
had to be hauled away by hand to save 
them, as the heat was unendurabie. 
On the way 10 the fire the 
driver of one engine was very seriously in- 
jured by acollision with a freight car near 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton depot. 
The wonder is thas with such a tall structure 
on such a narrow street, the casualty list 
among the fremen is not much larger. The 
firm of Stern, Mayer & Co., has been in ex- 
istence thirty years. Itis now composed of 
B. Stern, Louls Mayer, Jacob Scheurer, Alex- 
ander Offner and Theodore Mayer. It suc- 
ceeded the firm of Kuhn, Netter & Co., the 
senior member of which died afew days ago. 


The Charges Against McCalla, 


NEW YoOrK, March 11.—The Board of Inquiry 
appointed to investigate the charges made 
against Commander McCalla of the United 
States man-of-war Enterprise met to-day at 
the Navy Yard, Rear-Admiral Kimberly pre- 
siding. The Commission will decide whether 
or not it is necessary to hold a court-martial 
on the Oaptain. Charles G. Me- 
Grear, the apotbecary on the vessel at 
one time, is one of the men who make charges 
Akalust the Commander, Seamen Walker and 
Brown will be called upon to testify in case 
the court decides the trial is necessary.

their Kast St. Louis brothren will remember 
and profit by. Atthe meetingthe committee 
having charge of the project reported that 
they had appiled to the Secretary of State for 
acharter of incorporation and expected to 
receive the papers some time this week. 
The committeemen, who are E. A. Thomas, 
representing Pride of the Valley Lodge, Emil 
J. Eggman of Helvetia Lodge, and L. M. 
Fleming of Golden Kule Lodge are to be the 
incorporators of the e which is to be 
known asthe Odd Fellows’ Hall Association 
of East St. Louls. The company will have a 
capital of $50,000. Subscription books will 
be opened as soon as the articles 
of incorporation are received. The 
local Odd Fellows lodges will take as much of 
the stock as their means will permit, and the 
balance is expected to be subscribed by other 
societies and private citizens, if itis found 
necessary tocall uponthe latterto make up 
the amount. The site for the proposed build- 
ing has not yet been selected, but it will be in 
the business portion of the city.

Mr. GaGE said he considered the sub- 
scriptions of Chicago citizens for five 
millions of the World’s Fair stock equiv- 
alent to that much cash, and that $4,000,000 
more can be raised in that city on de- 
benture bonds secured by a lien on the 
receipts of the Fair. To this $9,000,000 of 
pure wind the Tribune adds $5,000,000 to 
be raised by calling an extra session of 
the Legislature and getting from the 
people of Illinois a constitutional amend- 
ment authorizing the city to issue her 
bonds for that amountand devote the 
proceeds to the Fair. State aid, to be ob- 
tained by constitutional amendment, is 
counted on for another million, and if 
after going to work on the expectation of 
this $15,000,000 any of the wind-bags 
should collapse Congress and the other 
States must be called on to step in and 
save the Fair ‘‘for the credit of the na- 
tion.“ 

Now the proposition to wipe out the 
stock by mortgaging the receipts for 
$4,000,000 is a plain notice to all subscrib- 
ers to wriggle out of their subscriptions if 
they can. But enough may be raised 
from the subscriptions and the debenture 
bonds to begin the preparations for the 
Fair on a grand scale, and then, having 
got the country committed to the thing, 
Chicago will rely on national pride to step 
in with liberal aid and save it from 
failure. 

On this baseless fabric of unpaid sub- 
scriptions, debenture bonds, and con- 
stitutional amendments not yet voted by 
the people, Chicago talks grandly of a 
Fair to cost at least $25,000,000; expecting 
of course to get the most of the money 
from Congress and the various State Leg- 
islatures, and to raise the balance by 
mortgages on that expectation. But if 
the door is firmly closed at the beginning 
against Federal aid, her whole financial 
scheme will dissolve at once into thin air, 
and like some insubstantial pageant 
faded, leave not a rack behind.” The 
solemn promise on which she obtained 
the location is now a confessed fraud, 
and the promises on which she is trying 
to make the United States furnish all the 
money or the bulk of it, have all the 
features of the same confidence game.

Mayor Noonan made a very happy speech 
congratulating the Exchange on their appar- 
ent success so far and wishing them atill 
greater success in the future. He made a 
number of good hits, which were well re- 
celved and appreciation was shown by fre- 
quent applause. To the remarks of the 
Mayor President Fry responded and then in- 
troduced 

MR. PHILIP GRUNER, 

who said: ‘‘Alluding to the remarks of our 
Mayor, I will say that I am also heartily 
in favor of the undertaking which you 
have so nobly espoused. It is a grand 
undertaking which cannot fail to meet with 
the greatest success, and which should have 
been brought up before. It will assist us in 
fighting against the monopolists and the com- 
binations of capitalists to which we hitherto 
have been compelled to submit, but which we 
pow can fight with a good strong arm and pro- 
tect our interests. . 

The destinies of the lumber trade in St. 
Louis are now resting on your sboulders— 
especially on the shoulders of the younger 
generation. In thirty years from now if some 
speaker shall take a retrospective view of 
what we have done I hope that they will say 
what I say of the older generation—that they 


are noble and generous, and have set exam- 
pies which we should endeavor to follow.’’ 

Mr. Methudy then arose after the applause 
following Mr. Gruner’s remarks had subsided 
and said: 

Mr. President and gentlemen, I wish to 
present to the Lumbermen’s Exchange a price 
list of lumber, the oldest in existence in the 
city | believe, which was published in the 
month of April, 1868.

WHISTLING UP THE WIND, 


The Chicago World's Fair Managers Look- 
ing Anxiously Toward Washington, 


CuicaGo, III., March 11.—One of the most 
quiet places in the city just now is the Chica- 
go World’s Fair headquarters. Absolutely 
nothing is being done. The managers have 
decided upon a waiting- policy and before 
they do anything they will know just exactiv 
what Congress is going to do. The fact 
of the matter is the people were carried 
away by their load of enthusiasin. While 


they made a big biuff that they didn’t want 
any Government aid, they didn’t mean ita 
bit, and felt that for the credit of the country 
Congress would vote $5,000,000 at least, and 
probably $10,000,000. Now they are whistiing 
to keep up their courage for fear 
Congress will not even vote $1,000,000 
for 1 national display, So far 
as the Chicago fund is concerned, itis now 
admitted that of the $3,000,000 claimed as 
pledged less than . 000, 000 is worth the paper 
and ink used in taking the subscriptions. At 
the same time, the show, on the scale 
planned, will cost $20,000,000. The Legisiature 
may authorize the city to raise $5,000,000, but 
that will require asession of the Legislature 
in Mayor Jane and a change in the State 
Constitution. The pulse of the farming popu- 
lation of the State is being felt on this score, 
and everything is in uncertainty. 


OVERCKOWDLDED HOTELS. 


Effect the Closing of the Planters’ House 
j Has Had. 


Long before the Planters’ House closed the 
traveling people bad for the most part de- 
serted it. The trade of the Planters’ bad 
been divided between the Southern, Lindell, 
Laclede and Hurst’s. But its register was 
never entirely blank. It caught the over- 
flow from the other houses and was 
a barometer of St. Louis hotel business. 
When the other houses were crowded the reg 


ister of the Planters’ would showa long list 
of arrivals and there were many times when 
every bed in the house was occupied—at other 
than convention times. Since the place has 
been closed and vans have been carrying 
away day by day the furniture every hotel in 
St. Louis has been crowded. Searcely a night 
since that closing has seen vacant bed- 
rooms in any one of the larger hotels 
and there does not seem to be any immediate 
prospect of a diminution of the crowds. 
Travel is not heayy now. This is not the sea- 
son for much traveling. It is both too early 
and too late for the heaviest business of the 
year. The reason of this overcrowding lies in 
the absence of at least one hotel from the city, 
and will continue until the Planters’ is re- 
placed.

CLOSING THE BOOKS. 


THE WORLD’S FAIR EXECUTIVE COMMIT- 
TEE WINDING UP BUSINESS. 


Treasurer Van Blarcom Sabmits His Report 
of Receipts and Expenditures—He Also 
Explains Why the Receipts DojNot Rep- 
resent One Per Cent of the Entire sub- 
scription—The Committee’s Gifis. 


The Executive Committee of the World’s 
Fair Committed of Iwo Hundred held a meet- 
ing last night to receive the reports and close 
up its business. The chairman presided and 
there were present Messrs. John B. O'Meara, 
E. C. Simmons, Maj. C. O. Rainwater, ©. P. 
Maffitt, C. H. Turner and James N. Douglass, 
Secretary. The chairman made a report on 
the work that had been done and referred to 
the apportionment of the work among sub- 
committees and how it had been carrried on. 
He also told the system adopted in the pay- 
ment of bills by which unwarranted expend!- 
tures were prevented, and asked for asub- 
committee to audit the accounts of the Exec- 


utive Committees. 

The Treasurer’s report showed that there 
were claims against the committee to the 
amount of $600, which would be met by pay- 
ments to be made by the railways, which is 
the only one of the large interests which has 
not yet contributed to the preliminary ex- 
penses. 

The Treasurer then recommended that $150 
be paid Maj. Dougiass in acknowledgment of 
his loyaland assiduous services in the inter- 
est of the World's rair movement; $75 to Mr. 
Boyd, who attended to the distribution of 
documents, and $75 to Mr. H. N. Willlams, 
the Secretary of the Chairman,who during the 
six months of the committee’s existence has 
done much work without compensation. Mr.

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THE LINDELL ESTATE. 


A Decision Which Is of Great Interest toa 
Large Number of Persons. 


The State Supreme Court yesterday handed 
down a decision in the case of John A. Kellar, 
respondent, vs. PhilA. Chew, defendant, in 
which the judgment of the Circuit Court of 
St. Louis is affirmed. The case is of interest 
here because it involves the construction of 
the will of Jesse G. Lindell, who died in 1858, 
leaving one of the largest landed es- 


tates in the oity, the property now 
being worth about $1,500,000. Among the 
realestate is about 1,000 feet of ground on 
Washington avenue, between. Ninth and 
Twelfth streets, and about 200 acres of land in 
the neighborhood vf Lindell Park. The ques- 
tion at issue in the case decided was whether, 
under the will of Mr. Lindell, the devisee 
named ip the document took a vested or con- 
tingent remainder. vin Baker was 
given a one-mnth interest in the estate sub- 
ject to the life estate of Mrs. Jemima Lin- 
dell, who is still living. Baker afterward 
became a bankrupt and bia interest was sold 
by his assiguee in bankruptcy and purehased 
by a number of persons in thiscity. Phil A. 
Chew is a eon-in-law of Levin H. Baker and 
he and the children of Levin H. Baker claimed 
after the death of Mr. Baker that the one- 
ninth interest left to him was contingent upon 
his surviving Mrs. Jemima Lindell, and that, 
therefore, the deed of the assignee in 
bankruptcy conveyed no title, and that 
the heirs of Mr. Baker were the owners 
of his one-ninth interest in the estate. This 
suit was brought to teat the question as to 
whether the title was la the heirs of Levin 
Baker or the purchasers at the assignee’s sale. 
The decision of the Supreme Court affirming 
the judgment of the Circuit Court, holds that 
the title of Leviu H. Baker was avésted re- 
mainder and that the purchasers under the 
bankruptcy proceedings obtained good titles. 
As a number of the other beirs of Jesse Lindell 
became insolvent and tost their interest in 
the estate in a similar manner the decision 
really involves about halt the estate.

FEAES OF TIGHT MONEY. 


The Policy of Secretary Windom—Some Re- 
lief From London—Other Features. 


Henry Clews says this week: The money 
market is the dominant factor upon the Stock 
Exchange. For weeks past we have pointed 
out thatthis was an insuperable obstacle to 
any bull campaign; and the situation is Still 
such that no upward movement, except 
such as might happen from an oversold con- 
dition ofthé market, can be expected until 


the monetary situation becomes much clearer. 
The surplus reserves have suffered another 
diminution, and now stand at only $211,350, 
which means that nearly all the 

are below legal requirements. 
It true that the retention of large 
—— ofjfunds by the Interior, which in the 
Ordinary course of affairs ought to have 
flowed to this center, will somewhat diminish 
the outward movement when itagain com- 
mences. But this is very poor satisfaction 
and is no remedy forthe present state of at- 
fairs. The facts are that at a time when the 
business interests of the country demand the 
more active employment of money the sup- 
ply is unegqualtothe demand, and the Treas- 
ury is absorbing funds at a rate which, if con- 
tinued, cannot but produce uncomfortable 
results. Mr. Windom seems to appreolate 
the situation in having renewed his purchases 
of 4 per cent bonds to the extent of over $3,- 
000,000 within the last few days, but we doubt 
if itis within his power to afford any radical 
relief, for the reason that the Treasury really 
has no large available surplusin spite of its 
absorptions. Mr. Windom’s reported inten- 
tion of calling upon the banks to surren- 
der another $5,000,000 of Government deposits, 
if true, seems hardly opportue in view of the 
inconvenience it might cause, although it is 
to be presumed he would utilize these funds 
for the purchase of bonds as far as possible. 
With the April settlements to be shortly pro- 
vided for, the immediate future of the money 
market, therefore, is decidedly uncertain. At 
Jeast it is particuiariy open to manipulation, 
and stringent money, it must be remembered, 
is always a very effective bear weapon. The 
only redeeming feature in this direction is the 
exse of money in London. Outside of the 
money market the situation is essentially un- 
changed. Business in some respects is rather 
less active than a year ago, and raliroad earn- 
ings are hardly showing as large proportion- 
ate gains as then. But this isto be expacted.

Nor shall any municl!- 
pal, town or county organization or any State 
use or authorize or permit the use of its prop- 
erty, money or credit or any power of taxa- 
tion for the purpose of founding, supporting 
or alding any church, religious denomination, 
society, school or any other institution or 
undertaking under sectarian or denomina- 
tional or ecclesiastical control.

AN EXCITING SCENE. 


Bitter Quarrel! Between Two Doctors at a 
Coroner’s Inquest. 


Fr Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

NEW Tonk, March 11.—An exciting scene oc- 
turred yesterday during the inguest which 
Coroner Levy was conducting in the case of 
Mrs. Marie Zolkiand her infant child, both of 
whom died at the Lying-In Hospital, No. 139 
Second avenue. Dr. J. Conger Bryan, the 
resident physician, who has ever since the 
woman’s death been at loggerheads with Dr. 


* 
Louis L. Seaman, the visiting physician, was 
sharply rapped by the jury and, becoming in- 
censed at Dr. Seaman’s stand in the matter, 
threatened to sboot him, and bloodshed was 
probably only prevented by the quick action 
of Dr. Bryan’s brother. At the close of the 
inquest, and while the jury was signing the 
verdict, Dr. Bryan, who had been seated near 
his brother on a seat facing the Coroner, 
suddenly sprang to his feet and walked 
toward Dr. Seaman, who was standing beside 
the reporters’ table. 

„I'll fix you, vou —— ——,’’ hissed Dr. 
Bryan through his set teeth, while his face 
blazed with passion and his frame trembied 
with excitement. He placed his hand to his 
hip pocket as ifto draw a pistol, but before he 
could use it he was seized by the bystanders, 
who drew him back into his seat. Dr. 5ea- 
man turned pale and walked toward the door, 
when Dr. Bryan rose to his feet and said loud 
enough to be beard by everyone about him: 
„shoot him. He was seized and hurried 
out of the court-room uccompanied by his 
brother, Wo isa minister. Dr. Seaman was 
taken out ot the room by another door. Thea 
case has engendered bad blood between the 
two doctors, and when Dr. Seaman was re- 
called yesterday thetrouble assumed serious 

roportions. He said that when called to sce 
3 Zolki by Dr. Bryan, the latter told him 
there was nothing the matter with her. Dr. 
Seaman, however thought she was 
in a precarious condition and prescribed for 
her, but Dr. Bryan, he alleged, did not follow 
his instructions. Dr. Bryan's previous state- 
ment that the witness had not consulted him 
when diagnosing the case, was denied. 

When I learned that Dr. Bryan had not 
carried out my treatment I reported him to 
the board in charge of the hospital,’’ said 
Dr. Seaman. ‘‘Why, so completely did Dr. 
Bryan conceal what he knew, that I was una- 
wure that any fault would be found with the 
woman’s treatment until the inquest. It was 
like a thunderciap from heaven when be 
played that ‘biuff’ card on me.“ 

The jury found that the ohild’s death was 
accelera contusions and burns on vari- 
ous parts of the body, but thought there had 
been nolli- treatment by the mother.

THE EAST SIDE RAILWAY. 


PRESIDENT POWELL OF THE ELECTRIC 
ROAD EXPLAINS SOME TANGLED POINTS. 


He Shows the Provisions for the Regulation 
of Fares and for the Running of the Cars 
—Manner of Construction—Other Points 
in Controversy Made Clear. 


AST ST. LOUIS Is

WY cial meeting of the 
— Council called to 

consider the pending ordinance of the East St. 
Louis & 8t. Louis Electric Railway Co. The 
company has been seeking a franchise for 
some time, and its president, D. R. Powell, is 
now in hope thatthe ordinance will be dis- 
posed of within ashort time so that they will 
be able to get to work. There is, however, 
considerable of a misunderstanding in refer- 
ence to the ordinance, though it is accom- 
panied by a petition representing the owners 
of more than one-half of the 
property frontage of each mile or fraction 
of a mile of the streets sought to be used. 
The points on which there are misunderstana- 
ings were shown by Mayor Stephens in the 
SUNDAY PoOSsT-DISPATCH Of last Sunday. Pres- 
ident Powell was seen in reference to these 
points this morning. The road is to occupy 
that portion of Broadway from the east ter- 
minal of the St. Louis & East St. Louis Electric 
Railway to 5t. Clair County turopixe; that 
portion of St. Clair County turnpike from said 
Broadway to Eighth street; that portion of 
Eighth street from St. Clair County turnpike 
to Summit avenue; that portion of Summit 
avenue from Eighth street to Collinsville 
avenue; that portion of Collinsville avenue 
from Summit avenue to St. Clair avenue; that 
portion of St. Clair avenue from Collinsville 
avenue to any point on the city limits oppo- 
site the property of the Allerton House; that 
portion of Fourth street from Broadway to 
Converse avenue; that portion of Converse 
avenue from Fourth street to Sixth street, and 
that portion of Sixth street from Converse 


avenue to the property of the St. Louis, Alton 
& Terre Haute Railroad Co. 

THE DELAY IN DISPOSING OF THE BILL 
has already occasioned considerable disap- 
pointmentin East St Louis. Speaking of this 
this morning, Mr. Powell said: 

Mayor Stephens objects to anything like 
hasty action and referring to us asthe Bridge 
Co. (which we are not, as we simply bavea 
thirty-year franchise over the bridge) says 
we have had two ordinances, the first asking 
the sole privilege of running through the 
city. Now, the fact is, our first ordinance 
asked for a franchise and that no other road 
should be allowed to paraliel us 
for three squares on elther side. 
The Councll understood, however, 
that the ordinance was simply 
a frame work,and that we were ready to meet 
the committee and make such reasonable 
changes asthey might euggest. After four 
months we were called to meet the committee 
at 7:30 p. m. At8:30p. m. the chairman of the 
committee appeared, accompanied by five of 
the other six members of the committee, and 
stated that he would not hear the company 
until he could get his committee 
toxether. There was but one mem- 
ber of seven absent. Through rumor 
we heard of some objections, and framed our 
present ordinance, leaving out the provision 
as to parallel roads. The committee later re- 
turned the bill to the Council, with the state- 
mont that the committee could not be got to- 
gether. There it still reste. 

Mr. Powell was then asked to atate the 

OTHER MATTERS OF OBJECTION, 
as detailed by Mayor Stephens. Taking up a 
copy of the ordinance, he replied: 

Well, in the first place, he says the ordl- 
nance allows the company too much latitude in 
the matter of fare charges, providing that it 
shall de sllowed to charge as much as 15 
cents. The Mayor is clearly mistaken on 
this. Our ordinance provides that the cash 
fare charged, forthe carriage of passengers 
within the city limits, shall not exceed 6 
cents, and fora continuous pesease to St. 
Louis, from the intersection of Fourth street 
and Broadway, in East St. Louls, and all 
points on said line west of sald point, the 
single fare shall not exceed 10 cents, or four 
tink ets for 30 cents; for a continuous passage to 
St. Louis from any poiut on said line between 
the Northern or Southero terminus of said* 
line and suid intersection of Fourth street and 
Broadway the fare shall not exceed 16 cents, or 
two tickets for 25 cents, or five tickets for 50 
cents, and said company sball provide and 
keep on sale at its offices and on its cars, 
tickets in such quantities as to comply with 
the provisions of this section. Now, nothing 
could be more explicit chan this. We extend 
our tracks a mile and carry passengers across 
the bridge for the same fare we now receive. 
Then a person can ride four miles and cross 


the bridge 

FOR TEN CENTS, 
or if only buying two tickets, & round trip, 
can make it for 12% cents. 

‘*Mavyor Stephens also objects that the com- 
pany is not compelied to run cars after 7 
p. m. Our ordinance says the company shall 
daily commence to run ite cars st not later 
than 6 o’clock a. m., and run them at inter- 
vais of not more than fifteen minutes until 
7:30 o’clock p. m., after which hour, up to 12 
o’clock midnight, the cars shall run at inter- 
vais of not more fhan thirty minutes, This 
is also as oxplicit ag words can make It.

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atea by an over-head wire, and that the con- 
struction of said track and the erection of 
said poles and wires and arches shall be done 
in accordance with the directions and in- 
structions of the city authorities. So you see 
the rail is not only designated, but the con- 
struction is left entirely under the direction of 
the city authorities. 
ANOTHER OBJECTION 

made by Mayor Stephens, as pointed out by 
Mr. Powell, is that thereis no cause for haste, 
as, owing to the reconstruction of the streets, 
the company could not begin work until that 
is completed. 

„As to this,“ said Mr. Powell, ‘‘I cannot 
see the force ofthe srgument. The generally 
accepted idea Is that it would be much better 
to lay tracks as the improvements 
are being made. To my mind 
this would be much more satisfactory than to 
go in afterward and tear up tho streets. The 
work could certainly be done much better and 
more cheaply all round. It this view is taken 
our road can be constructed and put in opera- 
tion by the time the reconstruction is com- 
pleted. Mayor Stephens’ dates for the com- 
pletion ofthe viaduct and the reconstruction 
of Collinsville avenue certainly show this.’’

TAROWN FROM™ A TRAIN. 


H. 8. Scott, an Old Man, Tells a Story of 
Reartiess Brutality. 


Mr. H. S. Scott of Kaskaskia, III., an old 
and feeble man, tells a somewhat pectilar 
story. Scott has a broken leg, a cracked hip, 
a cut head, and innumerabie bruises on all 
parts of his body. He says de received these 
injuries by being thrown from a freight train 
on the Ohio & Mississippi Railroad, four weeks 
ago-yesterday. He was first seen at the Four 


Courts this morning, and he told a tale which 
if proved true may bemade the ground for 
a most determined civilas wellasa criminal 
prosecution. The man gave his name as H. 8. 
Scott and bis age as 74 years. He said he was 
riding on an O. & M. freight car and the 
conductor attempted to put him off though he 
had given his ticket tothe conductor of the 
passenger train which he had just missed. 
He grabbed me’’ said Scott, by the col: 
lar and pusbed mealong tothe door of the 
caboose. ISstood for half a minute on the 
sten, the conductor all the time 
swearing at me and ordering me 
to jump off. I am an engineer 
and have run many a locomotive. 
Isaw that the train was moving at the rate of 
over fifteen milesan hour and was afraid to 
jump.

I 
fell very hard on the track on my left side 
and lay there partiy unconscious for over two 
hours. Then two men came along and helped 
me across the trestie near by.

The next day I began to hob- 
ble along the track. I walked all the way to 
St. Louis, a distance of over forty miles, and

The Last Section to Be Let Shortly—Musio 
for the Parks—City Hall Notes. 


The Board of Public Improvement met this 
forenoon and fixed the 28th Inst. as the day for 
the opening of bids fora number of contracts 
for street and alley improvements.

With the con- 
duit completed and the massive pumping en- 
gines in place the work of conveying the 
water from the Chain of Rocks station will be 
inaugurated. 


The Music Bill. 


The House Committee on Ways and Means 
is in session this afternoon considering Del- 
egate Egan’s bill to make an appropriation to 
furnish the leading parks of the city with 


music on Sunday afternoons during the spring 
and summer months. Itis proposed to char- 
ter bands to discourse sweet «trains for those 
who frequent the parks on the Sabbath, and 
the bill has many supporters, particularly 
among the working people who go to the 
parks on Sunday afternoons for rest and pure 
air. The musicians also favor the pill, as it 
will give them employment. 


They Want the Street Improved. 


The property owners on Lucas avenue, be- 
tween Grand and Compton avenues, have sent 
a petition to the Street Commissioner request- 


ing the reconstruction of that thoroughfare 
with pine blocks. They want this done as 
soon asthe Lindell Railway gets its double 
track on that street, the company having that 
authority under its ordinance  recent- 
ly approved by the Mayor. Under 
its ordinance the Lindell company 
may place its poles on the 
curbs or erect them in the middle of the 
street. If they follow the latter course they 
will not need as many poles, but will be re- 
quired to make them of an ornamental ap- 
pearance and light the street with incandes- 
cent or arclights as well. Until the company 
decides what it intends to do it is hardly pos- 
sible that anything will be done towards re- 
constructing the street.
